LOS ANGELES It seems so long ago now, 
but for just a day or two last month Nadya 
Suleman was known as Miracle Mom, the 
amazing woman who gave birth to the lon- 
gest-surviving set of octuplets. 

But in short order the public learned 
that Miracle Mom also was Single Mom, 
Unemployed Mom and Welfare Mom. And 
as fast as you could Twitter “I hate Nadya 
Suleman,” scores of Web sites were dedicat- 
ed to denouncing the so-called Octomom, 
others to making fun of her, a rap music 
video lampooned her (“pops ’em out like a 
toaster/needs a pacifier holster”) and angry 
citizens threatened to kill her publicists. 

“In terms of reaction to her, I would 
say not in my experience have I ever seen 
anything like it. And I would add that I 
was involved in public relations for Three 
Mile Island after the accident,” said pub- 
licist Mike Furtney who quit represent- 
ing Suleman after receiving death threats. 


MORE PROBLEMS FOR MOM 

Suleman apparently has bigger worries 
than taking care of her 14 children. Talk 
show host Dr. Phil McGraw says Suleman 
told him “unless and until she has a better 
living arrangement, that [hospital officials] 
are not likely to release the children to 
her,” McGraw told the L.A. Times. 

(Lest anyone forget, the Three Mile Island 
accident of 1979 involved the partial melt- 
down of a nuclear reactor that for a time 
threatened to prompt the evacuation of a 
wide swath of Pennsylvania.) 

Although never venerated as a candidate 
for mother of the year, Suleman was, for 
about two days after the Jan. 26 birth of 
her octuplets, more the subject of curiosity 
than of ridicule and scorn. 

That began to change as it became known 
she was a single mother with 14 children 
who was Living on a combination of food 
stamps, student loans and disability claims 


while her elderly mother, who was caring 
for Suleman’s six older children, couldn’t 
make her mortgage payments. 

On the Web, Jodie Rivera, a popu- 
lar ThuTube parody singer known as 
VenetianPrincess, put up a video of herself 
looking eerily like Suleman. As she sang, a 
doctor in scrubs (also Rivera) used a base- 
ball glove to catch flying newborns. 

use sociologist Julie Albright says 
Suleman was caught in a perfect storm of 
events. 

People might normally overlook her plight 
as just siUy if they weren’t already worried 
about losing their jobs and their homes. 

“If someone isn’t stressed and something 
happens Like their car breaks down, that’s 
just annoying,” ALbright said. “But if their 
parent has just died and they lost their job 
and their kid’s in jail and then their car 
breaks down, that risks a nervous break- 
down. ... That’s what’s triggering this angry, 
emotional response in so many people.”

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Oscar speech 
a true inspiration 

The Oscar telecast is sometimes jokingly referred to as “The Gay 
Super Bowl” because it’s one of the biggest nights in TV for most 
of the gay community. Like the Super Bowl, millions gather around 
their TVs, place their bets and root for their favorites. 

There’s star power, fashion, drama— what more can a gay TV 
viewer ask for? 

But this year, there was even more in store, thanks to an inspiring 
and moving speech by Dustin Lance Black. 

Black won the Oscar for best original screenplay for “Milk,” the 
story of Harvey Milk, a gay rights activist and the first openly gay 
man elected to public office 
in California. Milk was mur- 
dered on Nov. 27, 1978. 

We had a few people 
over to watch the awards, 
and when Black’s name was 
announced as the winner, 
everyone in our house loudly 
rejoiced. But when he spoke, 
we all got quiet and listened. 

What Black said in his 
acceptance speech really 
spoke to me as a gay man 
fighting for equality in our 
community. 

“When I was 13 years old ... 

I heard the story of Harvey 
Milk,” he said in accepting 
the award, according to a 
transcript posted on glaad.org. 

“... It gave me the hope to one 
day live my life openly as who I am ... if Harvey had not been taken 
from us 30 years ago, I think he’d want me to say to all of the gay 
and lesbian kids out there tonight who have been told that they are 
less than by their churches or by the government or by their families 
that you are beautiful, wonderful creatures of value and that no mat- 
ter what anyone tells you, God does love you and that very soon, I 
promise you, you will have equal rights, federally across this great 
nation of ours.” 

That night. Black spoke for all the gays and lesbians out there who 
are facing civil rights struggles today from young to old. 

I have re-watched Black’s speech numerous times since Sunday 
and it never fails to move me. His words give me hope and encour- 
age me to continue to fight the good fight. 

According to Nielsen ratings. Black’s speech was seen by 36.3 mil- 
lion people in the U.S. and millions more around the world. 

While Harvey Milk inspired a local community to rise up and 
fight for their rights. Black’s words 30 years later have the power to 
do the same. I still get choked up reading his words now. At this “gay 
Super Bowl” event on Sunday Black’s speech was indeed, a touch- 
down.

AN APARTMENT? 
YOU’VE GOT PLENTY 
TO CHOOSE FROM

How would you like to live in a two-bedroom, 
two-bathroom condo, complete with gleam- 
ing hardwood floors, granite countertops, 
stainless steel appliances, a Jacuzzi tub and— 
drumroll, please— an in-unit washer-dryer? 

Sound out of your league? 

Maybe not, if you're a renter currently in 
the market for a new apartment. A silver lin- 
ing of the economic crisis is that there are 
some great deals on apartments and condo 
rentals. 

For example, the aforementioned condo, 
located at 2001 W, Jarvis Ave, at the northern 
edge of the city in Rogers Park, is offered at 
$1,100 monthly rent, plus two months free 
rent on an 18 -month lease, and no security 
deposit. 

The gut-rehab was developed as a condo 
building geared toward first-time home buy- 
ers, but all the units were converted to rentals 
in the fall of 2007, when it started to become 
difficult for people to get loans, said James 
Osier, a Realtor with brokerage firm Lohan 
Realty 

Despite the rent incentives and the condo's 
bells and whistles. Osier said he's had a hard 
time finding tenants, 

“I've been racking my brain,” Osier said, 
“and the only thing I can think of is that peo- 
ple are staying put,” 

After several years of being squeezed by 
rising rents and tough competition for good 
units, Chicago apartment hunters have 
reclaimed the upper hand and are seeing 
the types of concessions that dominated the 
rental market during the housing boom of the 
late '90s, when apartment vacancies surged as 
people left to buy condos. 

Apartment ads now offer one, two and 
even three months of free rent to get tenants 
in the door. 

Some landlords are waiving the security 
deposit or dropping the credit check require- 
ment, Others are throwing in freebies, like 
parking spots or flat-screen TVs, 

Though winter is always slow for renting, 
demand for apartments is weaker than usual 
because fewer people are coming to Chicago 


for jobs, and those already here are staying 
put or saving money by moving in with room- 
mates or their parents, said Maurice Ortiz, 
marketing director of the Apartment People, 
a Lakeview apartment search service, 

“It's a great time to be renting,” Ortiz 
said, 

Dan Cervantes, 25, who is looking to trade 
his Jefferson Park apartment for a four- or 
five-bedroom house to share with friends, 
said he's been pleasantly surprised by the 


number of high-quality rentals in his price 
range. Landlords, he said, are “over- the -top 
eager” to get them in the door, 

“You can pretty much walk in and negoti- 
ate,” Cervantes said. 

At one rent-to-own property in Bucktown, 
the landlord agreed to slash the monthly rent 
on a 2,500-square-foot townhouse to $2,600 
from $2,900, and reduced the security depos- 
it to one month's rent from two, Cervantes 
said. 


Of course, it hurts to be on the receiving 
end of the rent check. 

When Morgan Weaver, 23, got laid off from 
her advertising job in October, she put her 
Gold Coast studio up for sublet through an 
ad on Craigslist— and had to reduce the rent 
five times before she got someone to sign a 
sublease. 

Weaver, who pays $1,470 per month for 
her studio at the luxury Bernardin apartment 
community, finally agreed two weeks ago to

Forbes this month ranked Chicago the 
12th-emptiest American city, based on its 
housing vacancy rate. Census data for the 
fourth quarter of 2008 showed the Chicago 
metro area’s rental vacancy rate at 
11.8 percent and its home vacancy rate at 
3.7 percent. Las Vegas Is the emptiest city. 



sublet the place for $1,250. She’ll have to swal- 
low the remaining $220 per month until her 
lease is up in June. 

Property managers have gotten creative to 
entice renters. 

Planned Properties, which manages 26 
buildings in Lincoln Park, Lakeview and the 
Gold Coast, for the first weekend in February 
threw in a free 32-inch LCD TV^ Blu-ray play- 
er or Wii system if renters signed a 12-month 
lease on anyone of 10 apartments. 


To directly address 
economic woes. Planned 
Property recently launched 
a rental assurance guaran- 
tee, which states that any 
new tenants who lose their 
jobs while under a lease 
with Planned Property can 
break their lease, so long as 
they show proof they were 
laid off and filed for unem- 
ployment. 

‘‘We were sensing a 
lot of fear out there, a 
lot of people were shaky 
about making the com- 
mitment because they’d 
heard rumors of layoffs at 
their company,” said Dan 
McDonough, advertising 
and marketing director for 
Planned Properties. 

The dire job outlook isn’t 
the only culprit weakening 
the rental market. A flood 
of new apartments and 
condo units downtown has tipped supply way over demand. 

Last year, 1,974 apartment units entered the rental market, far more 
than the average of 750 new units Chicago typically gets per year, said 
Ron De Vries, vice president and general manager at Appraisal Research 
Counselors. Another 955 apartment units are expected to be completed this 
year, he said. 

In addition, about 4,546 new construction condo units are slated to be 
completed in 2009, capping off five years of record condo growth totaling 
nearly 18,000 new units, according to Appraisal Research. About 25 percent 
of those condos end up getting rented out, De Vries said. 

“Obviously that puts downward pressure on rents,” said Robert Miller, 
senior vice president of Applied Real Estate Analysis, a Chicago real estate 
and public policy consulting firm. Miller predicts “serious pressure” on rents 
will continue for at least another 18 months. 

High-end downtown buddings maybe feeling the most pressure, as people 
are scaling back on luxury Rents for “Class A” properties (the newest high- 
rises) were down 6 percent in the fourth quarter of 2008 compared with the 
same period the year before, according to Appraisal Research Counselors. 
Rents at “Class B” properties— the older downtown high-rises— were down 
4 percent. The number of condos available for rent, meanwhile, rose 47 per- 
cent. 

Properties outside of downtown also are feeling pinched. 

Atukwe Newell, managing partner at LAS Properties, a South Side prop- 
erty manager and tenant placement service, said he hasn’t seen reduced rents, 
but he has seen landlords loosening their credit standards because the tenant 
pool has shifted to include many renters with a history of foreclosures, layoffs 
and collection accounts. 

In addition. Section 8 vouchers have become “the hot commodity” he said, 
because guaranteed rent from the government is preferable to uncertain rent 
if a tenant loses his or her job, Newell said. 

Renters whose poor credit or Section 8 status previously made it diffi- 
cult for them to rent are now finding themselves accepted more readily in 
Bronzevdle, Washington Park, W)odlawn, and some parts of the West Loop, 
Newell said. 

Landlords are eager to see if the busy spring moving season swings the 
market back in their favor— but they’re not betting on it. 

“This is uncharted territory now,” said Rick Mroczkowski, leasing man- 
ager for Prospect Equities, a real estate brokerage in Lincoln Park. “I have 
no idea what’s going to happen.”

ShouldnT the rental market be booming now that 
the housing crash has forced some buyers back to 
renting? 

Theoretically, yes, but the combination of a bad 
job market and a glut of new apartment and condo 
developments has softened the market. 

Thejob market Is the main driver of the rental market, 
and It’s not looking good. Job growth In Chicago was 
down 0.11 percent last year, and It’s projected to fall 
another 2.45 percent In 2009, according to Moody’s 
economyxom. 

Wili landlords still raise rental lease renewal? 

Probably, though landlords eager to retain existing 
tenants may propose smaller Increases than usual. Diana 
PIttro, executive vice president of RMK Management, 
which owns 20 properties In the Chicago area Including 
the luxury McClurg Court Center downtown, said last 
year the company raised rents 6 percent or 7 percent at 
lease renewal time. This year It’ll be about half that. 

Are low-income tenants benefiting from the soft 
rental market? 

Not necessarily. Foreclosures have displaced many 
low-income renters and reduced the affordable housing 
stock. 

“For every tenant that gets evicted, that unit Is offline 
as affordable housing,’’ said Kathleen Clark, executive 
director of Lawyers Committee for Better Housing, 
a Chicago advocacy group. Also, many tenants In 
foreclosed properties are losing their security deposits. 

Should people be wary of condo rentals? 

Judy Roettig, executive director of the Chicagoland 
Apartment Association, said apartment hunters should 
check to make sure a condo Isn’t In default or foreclosure 
before agreeing to rent It. Condos now make up about 
19 percent of foreclosures In the city, according to the 
Woodstock Institute. 


How do you find out if a property is In foreclosure? 

It’s a complicated process, but not Impossible. Find 
the steps at redeyechicagacom/renting. You also can 
call the Clerk of Circuit Court of Cook County, at 312-603- 
5133, If you have the property owner’s name. 

What rights do renters have if theyre living in a 
foreclosed property? 

Landlords and property owners are required to notify 
tenants of foreclosure action within seven days of a 
foreclosure filing, according to city law. They also must 
notify new tenants of foreclosure action before they sign 
a lease. If violated, the tenant can terminate the lease. 

In addition, renters living In a foreclosed property 
must get 90 days’ notice before an eviction action Is filed 
against them, as long as the tenant Is current on rent, 
according to state law. Chicago, meanwhile, will provide 
emergency relocation rental assistance for Income- 
eligible households to support up to three months of 
rent and moving expenses. 

Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac are offering renters In 
their foreclosed properties the option to stay If they sign 
new month-to-month leases at market-rate rents.

Nocturnal bloodsuckers, nearly eradicated In 1950s, are back

When LisaTbusant woke up one morning in August with 
itch)^ red splotches on her elbo’v^ she thought she had 
been bitten by a mosquito. A few days later, she found 
more strange, swollen spots up and down her arms and 
legs. 

“You get to scratching and scratching. I almost dug a 
hole in my arm, that’s how bad they were,” said Tousant, 
a 41 -year-old city worker who lives in Rogers Park. After 
scouring her tidy one-bedroom apartment with ammo- 
nia in an attempt to wipe out the mysterious scourge, 
she inspected her mattress. “I pulled the sheets back and 
turned on the light and there’s the bugs.” 

Bedbugs, those nocturnal bloodsuckers, are on the 
march in Chicago. After being nearly eradicated in the 
U.S. by DDT in the 1950s, the creatures have launched 
a comeback. Reports of the bugs spiked locally this 
summer and have been rising ever since. Prompted by 
an outcry from angry, itchy citizens, city officials will 
next month train 45 building inspectors to spot the crit- 
ters. A coalition that includes the Metropolitan Tenants 
Organization, the Safer Pest Control Project and Aid. 
Joe Moore’s (49th) office is lobbying for a coordinated 
response that would educate school nurses, establish 
citywide tracking and launch an aggressive public-aware- 
ness campaign. 

“It’s not at epidemic proportions, but it could be. ... 
That’s why the city has to move proactively” said Moore, 
whose ward has been called a hotbed for the infestation. 

Orkin Pest Control’s Chicago office reports that bed- 
bug complaints doubled from 2007 to 2008. Likewise, 
Smithereen Pest Management officials said they made 1,650 
bedbug calls in Chicago in 2008, up from 900 in 2007. The 
Metropolitan Tenants Organization, a non-profit renters 
rights group, is receiving almost a half-dozen calls a day

thrive anywhere they can find a warm-blooded host. “The 
bedbugs, all they need is you. You’re the food,” said Rachel 
Rosenberg, director of the Safer Pest Control Project, a 
group that works to reduce pesticide use. 

Those who have experienced an infestation describe 
it as traumatizing. 

“In June, we started noticing little bumps on us. 
We couldn’t figure out why we were scratching,” said 
Tonya Moore, 35, of Rogers Park. Two of her children 
scratched so persistently they ended up in the emer- 
gency room with secondary infections. Other apart- 
ments in their 77-unit building became infested too. ‘A 
lot of people lost everything. They’re too embarrassed 
to have people over because they have no furniture. 
They had to throw it all away.” 

Said Trenton Allen, 32, of South Austin: “You wake up 
in the morning and they’re in your face. They’re in the 
sleeves of your coat. It’s embarrassing because you never 
know when you’re going to take them with you.”

How do pancakes at 2 new spots, 2 new 
services stack up against Bongo Room’s?

People obsess over the craziest things. New Yorkers have their 
Magnolia Bakery cupcakes, Angelenos have their Pinkos 
hot dogs and Chicagoans have their Bongo Room pancakes. 

Suggest to a member of the Bongo Room Cult that the pan- 
cakes at Ina's, Orange or, gasp, the Original Pancake House 
are better and youll have a fight on your hands. Butter knives 
will be drawn. Syrup will be spilled. 

Heck, even The New Y)rk Times’ roving gourmand R.W. 
Apple was a believer. In an e-mail to a colleague the night 
before he died in October 2006, Apple recommended Bongo 
Room as a spot that serves a great example of American pan- 
cakes. 

Where does that leave a new pancake looking to make a 
name for itself? It’ll be an uphill battle, to be sure, but we 
checked out four new breakfasts— two new spots and two 
new services— to gauge their potential. 


Hearty Boys Catering/HBTV 

3819 N. Broadway. 773-244-9866 

Dan Smith and Steve McDonagh, the leaders of the Hearty Boys 
empire, have opened their studio and catering facility from 9 a.m.- 
2 p.m. for Sunday brunch. 

Contender: The restaurant changes Its pancake option 
seasonally. The pumpkin pancake ($8.50), served with sweet 
cream and lingonberries. Is on the menu for roughly the 
next month. 

A threat? Don’t get too comfortable. Bongo Room. The Hearty 
Boys do a classier pancake-lt’s not smothered In any sort of 
sweet sauce a la Bongo Room-which tends to attract a loyal 
following, though not a massive, cultlsh one. 

FYI: Of the four new spots we tried, this was our fave. Great ser- 
vice, excellent food, good coffee and no wait... yet. 

Ajasteak 

660 N. State St. 312-202-6050 

This pricey/trendy restaurant Inside the year-old Dana Hotel launched 
Its “Sunday School” brunch mid-February. (The theme was lost on us.) 
While the restaurant has been open for almost a year, the new brunch 
service Is still working out some serious kinks. 

Contender: The menu category XXXL Pancakes couldn’t be more 
accurate. One order Includes two 16-Inch pancakes, which Is more than 
enough for three or four people. Choices Include organic buttermilk 
($10), lemon-poppy seed ($12), spiced apple ($12) and milk chocolate with 
caramelized bananas ($14). 

A threat? Only If size matters. While Bongo Room’s pancakes have 
partially developed a cult following for sometimes going to extremes, 
Ajasteak takes that Idea too far. Your waiter Is doing you a disservice If he 
lets you and your guest each place an order (as ours did). 

FYI: The restaurant folded up our sizeable leftovers and packed them In a 
cardboard pizza box, which quickly got soggy.

An 
order of three smallish pancakes 
will run you only $3, so consider 
adding an order of scrambled 
eggs, toast and bacon ($4). 

A threat? No, but perfectly 
decent and perfectly priced. If 
the pancakes stayed true to their 
name, however, and were some 
sort of banana f lambe, they’d be a 
classic In the making. 

FYI: Looking for a spot to prep 
for your St. Patrick’s Day binge? 
Bananas Foster serves up a full 
Irish breakfast ($12) on weekdays.

Their eats: When we go looking for fun, urban strip malls aren’t 
usually tops on our list. The mall on Irving Park Road that houses 
Sanook— which literally means “fiin” in Thai— might be an exception. 

Sanook isn’t your typical strip mall Thai 
joint. The serene, blue-hued space is a sooth- 
ing departure from the brightly lit parking 
lot, and though the dining room is spacious, 
partitions topped with tea lights help create a 
comfortable vibe. To up the fun factor, mov- 
ies often are projected on one wall and funky 
beats play on the sound system. 

The Japanese-Thai menu mixes sushi and Thai dishes, with both get- 
ting roughly equal play If you’re here for the sushi. General Manager 
TobieTraisub, son of owner VorachaiTraisub, recommends the signature 
Big Ben maki ($15), a huge roll (softshell crab, tempura shrimp, unagi and 
more) named after Tobie’s brother Benjamin, the sushi chef 

The current sushi menu includes a range of maki and nigiri, but it’s 
not yet complete— Sanook just opened in November. Three to five 
new specialty rolls will join the lineup monthly for each of the next six 
months; the most popular will remain. There’s also an $18 all-you-can-eat 
sushi buffet 4-9 p.m. Sunday-Tiesday If you’re leaning Thai, ask about 
the new seven-course tasting menu, a sampling of Thai favorites for $18 
per person. 

Your drinks: Tobie Traisub learned a lot about pairing wine and Thai 
food during a previous gig as a server at Arun’s (4156 N. Kedzie Ave.), so 
he happily dispenses BYOB suggestions. Of course, a sweet riesling or 



full-bodied chardonnay always are good choices for spicy Thai seafood 
or chicken dishes. For the latter, pop in at Quick Shop (2901 W 
Irving Park 773-267-7169) and pick up a bottle of organic Sterling 
Vineyards chardonnay ($13.99). 

Quick Shop also sells Rosenblum Cellars Chateau La Paws Cote du 
Bone Roan ($12.99), ^ red blend with notes of cherries, spice and smoke 
that’s a versatile pick if you’re thinking about going with one of Sanook’s 
beef dishes. 

Sanook charges a $5 corkage fee; it’s waived for first-time customers.

Too good 
to be true? 

Wonder berry acai lures health-obsessed 
consumers— and crop of online scammers

The pomegranate and goji berry are so yes- 
terday 

The latest and perhaps most far-reaching 
fruit fad to hit the American market is acai. 
A small purplish berry acai (pronounced "ah- 
sah-EE/’) is native to Brazil and tastes like 
an earthier version of a blackberry It is most 
commonly consumed as juice or in a smooth- 
ie, but that’s only the beginning. Acai-based 
products can be found at corner stores, high- 
end grocers and at both GNC and Sephora. 

Today’s acai market is worth $15 million, up 
from under $500,000 in 2004, according to 
the Better Business Bureau. 

The hype stems from aggressive marketing 
and the berry’s main claim to fame: It has a 
high concentration of antioxidants, substanc- 
es found in food that help prevent damage to 
a body’s cells. 

That fact has generated not only a host of 
new products, but also nearly as many claims 
as to the berry’s supposed health benefits. In 
January the Better Business Bureau stepped 
in and issued a warning to consumers about 
online scams involving acai. 

The berry got a major boost in early 2008 
when cosmetics magnate Dr. Nicholas 


Perricone named acai as his No. i superfood 
on Oprah Winfrey’s Web site. Since then, 
a veritable rainforest of sites has cropped 
up, some of which “make wallets thin and 
consumers angry” according to the Better 
Business Bureau. 

Its recent warning came in the wake of 
thousands of complaints from consumers 
who had been hooked by weight-loss plans 
featuring acai. Many of the plans offered sup- 
posedly no-risk trials but proved difficult or 
impossible to cancel. 


The scams have left legitimate acai compa- 
nies with the task of defending their berry 
Kaia Lai, communications manager for 
Sambazon, the country’s largest retailer of 
acai, said her company does not attribute any 
fat-burning ability to acai, and that the true 
value of the fruit should not be diminished 
by online hucksters. 

‘We stand behind its nutrients,” Lai added. 
“It is high in anthocyanins,” a class of antioxi- 
dants, “and it also has fiber, protein and omega 
fatty acids. What we do suggest is that if you 


want a nutrient-rich food as part of your diet, 
acai is a good choice.” 

Methods used to measure a food’s anti- 
oxidant capacity can produce misleading 
results, says Jonny Bowden, a nutrition expert 
and author of “The 150 Healthiest Foods on 
Earth.” Even if acai is highest in antioxidants, 
or at least a certain type of antioxidant, that is 
a fact that Bowden said can get overplayed. 

“I don’t know if the incremental difference 
of more anthocyanins in one berry and more 
vitamin A in another and more folic acid in a 
third— I don’t really know if it is ultimately 
going to make that much of a difference,” he 
explained. “I have no objection to acai, but 
there is no one magical thing in the absence 
of awholly healthy lifestyle that is ultimately 
going to make that much of a difference, even 
though marketing says otherwise.” 

Many consumers are saying otherwise 
as well. Cassie Chen, a junior at Brigham 
Young University Hawaii and founder of the 
“Addicted to A(]AI” Facebook group, can’t 
say enough about acai. 

‘Acai really makes me feel refreshed and 
honestly. I’m energized after I eat it,” she 
said. “I don’t feel tired and it helps me focus 
more.”

What’s hot: Punch in your starting point and destination, add the year, 
make and model of the car you’re driving, then click the little red gas 
pump and find out how much it will cost you to get there. Besides telling 
you how much your gasoline will cost, costtodrivexom also tells you how 
many miles you will travel and how long it will take to arrive. Travelers 
will appreciate the side-by-side information from Kayak that tells you 
how much it woxxld cost to fly instead. Need directions? It has a Google 
map of your route, plus a link to directions from Mapquest and Yahoo and 
Google maps. Once you’ve used the calculator, don’t be surprised if you 
start questioning what kind of car you drive. It costs only $i8.i6 to drive 
from L.A. to San Francisco (one way) in a 2005 Toyota Prius, but the site 
says it’s $45.41 in a 2008 Ford Explorer. 

What’s not: The simplicity helps make the site successful. Even the few 
ads on the page are fairly unobtrusive compared with other Web sites. 
The one thing that would be welcome is a European version for travelers 
who rent cars while traveling abroad.

In this economic cHmate, dropping $6,000 
on a wedding photo album 
seems a bit extravagant. 

Worry not; you can docu- 
ment the bouquet throws 
and exchanged vows without 
breaking the bank. 

While going the route 
of finding a less-expensive 
photographer with positive 
reviews on a site like Pictage 
is a no-brainer, you can cut 
costs without going with an 
inexpensive (or inexperienced) professional. 

Event planner Lesley Cohen, who founded 
LelyCo Events, thinks there are plenty of 
places to cut costs in weddings, but skimping 
on the photographer generally is a bad idea. 

“My recommendation is to hire the best 
photographer you can find but forego the 
prints, albums and such until you have the 
money to invest down the road,” said Cohen 
of Falls Church, Va. 


» A lot of photographers will offer expen- 
sive packages, but those options may include 
extraneous services. Boudoir photos? 
Probably something people can live with- 
out. In that case, try to negotiate a la carte or 
hourly pricing. 

» Have a few friends with 
digital cameras that relish 
playing paparazzi? Ask them 
to go crazy on the wedding 
day That way, you can employ 
a professional photographer 
at an hourly rate for the most 
important photographs and 
fill in the gaps with photos 
from friends and family. 
Think of it as a sort of wed- 
ding photography crowdsourcing. 

» Hire a photojournalist. Photojoumalists 
may not offer the add-ons of a typical wed- 
ding photographer, so the wedding album may 
become a do-it-yourself project. 

» Rather than seeking out a photogra- 
pher on your own, try companies such as 
Bella Pictures (bellapictures.com). Bella has a 
database of photographers to choose from. It 
might be a slightly less personal experience.

After the company gets a sense of what 
the bride and groom are looking for, Bella 
serves as a sort of eHarmony and about two 


months before the wedding, the company 
recommends a photographer that seems 
like a good fit (bride and groom have veto 
power). The pricier packages run up to 
$6,400, but the “Simplicity” (six hours, 
one photographer and digital negatives) 
costs $1,950. 

» For those willing to take a larger leap, 
many art or photography students might jump 
at the chance to earn a few bucks. Of course, 
hiring someone who is less experienced is not 
for the faint of heart, but amazing things can 
come from raw talent.
